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- REFUND INCLUDES $13,000

Syndicate Deals Involving Illegal 
Profits of Other Equitable Direc- 
tors Are Said to Have. Netted 
More Than $10,000,000, 


NEW YORK, April 15.—All Wall street is 
gasping today. for there are stories that 
the real scandal in the Equitable Life row 
‘is about to burst. 

The New York World this morning makes 
the broad assertion that ‘‘Restitution of 
huge sums illegally made by directors of 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society at 
the expense of the policy holders has be- 
gun.” 

It then tells an astounding story that has 
caught the money district by the car, and 
has set everybody to talking. In brief, it 
follows: 

“James Hazen Hyde, vice-president of 
the Mauitable, who has been charged with 
the misuse of its funds, has made restitu- 
tion to the treasury of the society to the 
extent of $135,000. 

“While this is a large sum, it is known 
to be only a drop in the bucket compared 
with the total of the illegal profits which 
certain directors of the Equitable have 
made at the expense of the policy holders. 

“This total sum was stated to be $10,009,- 
00. Developments indicate that $10,000,000 
is a2 too conservative estimate of the actual 
amount. 

‘90f the $135,000 refunded to the Eauitahle 
society. $13,000 represented a share of the 
cost of the now famous dinner given by 
Mr. Hyde and Senator Chauncey M. De- 
pew to Jules Cambon, former ambassador 
from France to the United States. It could 
not be learned whether Senator Depew has 
as yet refunded to the Equitable his rerut- 
od share of the cost of the Cambon din- 
ner. 

“The balance of the $145,010 restored 
the policy holders by young Mr. Hyde 
$122,000—represents Mr. Iiyde’s share of the 
profits on two syndicate underwritings by 
which he and other directors in the Equl- 
table unloaded securities on the society. 

None of the other directors of the Equit- 
able who madé huge profits at the expense 
of the policy holders on the same deals has 
as yet made restitution. 

There were 10 Equitable directors besides 
Mr. Hyde in each of these syndicates. If 
each of them made $122,000, as did Mr. 
Hyde, out of the syndicate operations, the 
total of the sum due the policy holders is 
$1,347,000 on these two transactions alone. 

The World learns that there have been 
dozens of similar deals within the past 
four or five years. In that event the 
amount due the policy holders from the 
multi-millionaire directors of the Equitable, 

and which they would be compelled to re- 

fund to the society, should an honest and 
thorough investigation of its affairs be 
made, would probably amount to nearer 
$20,000,000 than $10,000,000 

The identity of the 10 other Equitable ai- 
rectors who were associated with Mr. Hyde 
in the two syndicate underwritings cannot 
be learned.

Church to Hear by Acousticon, 
New Telephonic Invention. 


INSTRUMENT BY SPEAKER

Sounds Caught and Carried Under 
Floor to Beneficiaries Who 
Have Receivers. 


At Sunday morning's service at St. .ohn's 
Methodist Church, South, the pastor, Rev. 
James W. Lee, will speak to the deaf by 
Ineans of a new, telephonic invention, the 
acousticon, 

It will be the first time the instrument 
has been used in St. Louis, although it -s 
been found practical in New York and other 
eastern points. In New York it is installed 
in Madison Avenue Baptist Church, and the 
Broadway Theater, among other places. 

rhe instrument is designed to enable deaf 
auditors to hear church services or the- 
atrical performances. At the spakr’s desk 
or at the side of the stage is placed the 
transmitter, which is small and compact 
and equipped with peculiar disc-like plates, 
which catch the sounds in a manner simi- 
lar to a telephone transmitter. It allows, 
however, a wider liberty to the speaker, as 
he is not compelled to speak directly into 
the transmitter. 

Attached to this transmitter are wires 
leading under the floor to the seats which 
are set apart for the beneficiaries of the 
svstem. These wires are equipped with re- 
ceivers, almost identical with the flat tele- 
phone age but not so large. Some of 
them are fitted with handles for the con- 
venience of the listener. The current is sup- 
plied by a storage *>Ltterv. 

Practica! tests already made of the instru- 
Lment have proved successful. Persons 
whose deafness has not permitted them to 
hear sermons or prayers for years have 
been enabled to hear all of the services, in- 
cluding the music. Totallv deaf persons— 
seme of them who have been so afflicted 
from their earliest youth—reported that 
they could hear distinctly. Some com- 
plained that the voice sounded too loud; one 
deaf youth declareu the voice “sounded like 
red looks.’ 

The first theatrical performance at which 
the acousticon was used was with ‘‘Floro- 
dora’ as the attraction. Several noted edu- 
cators of the deaf, together with many of 
their pupils, attended. The deaf declared 
they heard all of the songs and music, as 
well as the spoken words. 

The success of the instruments at St. 
John's Church Sunday will mean, it is said, 
the installation of the system in other 
churches for the benefit, especially, of old- 
er persons, who feel most keenly the dep- 
rivation whic hresults in. their inability to 
hear church services.

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THE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 

To appreciate the width of the chasm that divides the two fac: 
tions of the Democratic party it is unnecessary to do more than 
read the speeches made by Judge Parker and Mr. Bryan at rival 
Jefferson Day dinners last evening. Judge Parker preached the 
old-fashioned gospel of individualism and a strict construction 
of the constitution. Mr. Bryan preached the new-fashioned gos- 
pel of state socialism. Judge Parker was willing to admit the 
Populist or Socialist to Democratic fellowship, “but he must 
come as a Demecrat.” Mr. Bryan was inferentially willing to 
admit the Democrat to Populist or Socialist fellowship if he 
came as a Socialist. 

Mr. Bryan insisted that Jefferson would “Stand with the peo- 
ple for the regulation of railroads.” Judge Parker sneered at the 
theory that “The proper way for a government to do things 
is by interference and meddling.” 

Mr. Bryan declared that Jefferson’s utterances “Support legis- 
lation Wecessnry for the complete regulation and control of 
transportation Jines.” 

“I believe,” he said, “that regulation will ultimately lead to 
piblic ownership. To avoid the danger of centralization I would 
prefer to see the local railroads owned by the several states.” 

Judge Parker spoke with contempt of the notion that the “Gen- 
ef government must tax and manage all corporations, must 
oversee insurance and trust companies, and must either own the 
railroads or dictate to their owners the minutest details of their 
business.” 

Mr. Bryan spoke of the “Notable victory” won for municipal! 
ownership in Chicago. He was glad that “The Democratic plat- 
foria was broad enough to include not only the public ownership 
of lighting plants and telephone systems.” Judge Parker in- 
cluded among the “Dangerous tendencies” that should be re- 

ted, the process by which “cities and towns must enter into 

; éompetition of business,” 

Mr. Bryan still spoke affectionately of Jefferson's approval ot 
bimetallism and his opposition to bank currency.

COMISKEY S STOR 
ON VON OER ARE 


Chris Von der Ahe, the famous baseball 
magnate, who is at his home here, recov- 
ering from a stroke of apoplexy, was un- 
doubtedly one of the characters furnished 
by the national pastime. 

Von der Ahe went into the game about 
1881 and organized the world famous 
Browns in 1882. This team, under the tead- 
ership of Comiskey, was a wonderful ag-/ 
gregation, and four years in succession 
won the pennant of the American Associa- 
tion. Charles Comiskey was discovered in 
Idwa by “Der Poss” and developed into 
one of our most renowned .baseball lead- 
ers. When Comiskey was informed of Von 
der Ahe’s affliction he said: 

“There never was another one like Chris 
in baseball, and there never will be. They 
can't ever match him. He had the biggest 
heart I ever knew. He was a shrewd busi- 
ness man in the game, and he made a lot 
of money, but he spent it fast. He paid 
g00d salaries to his players, and his treat- 
ment of them always was of the best. His 
players liked him. They repaid his gen- 
erosity by bringing home the pennants. 
Chris was too generous, and that is why 
he finally had to give way before hard 
luck after he had joined the National 
Learue 
“He was always saying and doing funny 
things. There is no character in basebail 
about whom sv many humorous anecdotes 
can be told. When New York came out to 
Dlav us for the championship the old man 
spent nearly the whole night before the 
day of the first game entertaining the of- 
ficers and friends of the New York club in 
his own royal way. Early the next morn- 
ing he Insisted on taking the party out to 
the ball park to show them the grounds.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The forces of 
law and order at the national capital 
bavc been waging a ceaseless war for 
more than 50 years with the relic-hunting 
tourist and his twin brother, the malicious 
vandal, who destroys for the mere plea- 
sure of wrecking that which is beauti- 
ful, historic or costly. ‘The contest will 
probably continue as long as the govern- 
ment owns anything worth carrying away 
or anything worthy of interest in art, 
literature or science. 

Nothing i« safe from the souvenir fiend, 
and the more holy the associations that 
cling about historic treasures the more 
certain are they to suffer mutilation at 
his ruthless hand. 

The attempt made last winter to wreck 
the statue of Frederick the Great at the 
War College was a typical example of 
the vandal’s work. The man whvo placed 
the dynamite at the base of th? bronze 
figure did so -because he bore a grudge 
against the German monaschy. 

Not so. however, with the misecreant who 
broke off the toe of George Washington's 
statue in front of the Capitol. What pos- 
tible use he could make of a chunk of 
marble of that sige it would »%». hard to 
determine. He probdably took it home and 
placed it in a cabinet, 1nd peraavsa now 
his grandchildren are pointing with pride 
te the “beautiful souvenir that grandpa 
brought from Wash 'neton.”’ 

The loss of the great toe was not the 
oniy injury sustained by the Srecnougn 
Washington. In covrse of the ceremonies 
that were held at the east front of the 
Capitol on the occasion of Presi¢ent Mo- 
Kinley’s first inauguration another relic 
hunter stole one of the little Indian fig- 
ures that stood behind the chair of the 
first President. The companion Indian 
was left standing atdthe other side of 
Washington's chair, but was eventually re- 
moved when the conclusion was reached 
that it would scarcely pay to expend sev. 
eral hundred dollars for the possible bene- 
fit of future relic hunters. 

The widely printed report of vandalism 
practiced on the fistoric table which. since 
IAncoin first took the oath of office. has 
served to hold the Bible on inauguration 
days was, however, lacking in foundation: 
and the allegation that the table was muti- 
lated by some member of the diplomatic 
corps was obsolutely false. 


Table Closely Guarded. 


The table was closely guarded this year 
because it came very near being carried off 
bodily four years ago, when the capitol of- 
ficials failed to remove it from the stand 
immediately after the President and his es- 
cort left for the White House. A heavy rain 
had precipitated the direst confusion on the 
inaugural stand and the invited guests 
hastened into the capitol; while many un- 
invited guests rushed over the stand, and 
one of these was just in the act of passing 
the historic table over the railing to a con- 
federate when detected by a capitol police- 
man. 

One of the mort serious evidences of van- 
dalism is to be found at the House end of 
thé capitol, where the gallery doors are or- 
namented with bronze tracery, representing 
fruits, flowers and .geometrica! designs. 
The delicate tendriis of the vines and simi- 
lar projections have been so ruthlessly de- 
stroyed by the vandals that an estimate of 
the cost of repairing the injury was made 
last winter, and it was found that an ap- 
propriation of $6500 would be required to re- 
store the artistic ornamentation to its orig- 
inal perfection, 

Fortunately the most 
vandalism practiced at the capitol nowa- 
Gays is comparatively harmless. Tt con-
